SERVICE DIRECTOR 


CANNOT SHUT OFF 
WATER FOR SCHOOLS 


By a decision handed down Mon- 


day by Common Pleas Judge T B. 
Fulton, the municipal 
waterworks 


department cannot shut off 
water 


from public school buildings to en- 
force payment of the water hill L; 
the board of education. 


The decision is regarded as an im- 


portant one and was given 
in the 


suit of the Newark Board of Educa- 
tion vs. William C. Christian, direc- 
tor of public service. 


In construing the section of the 


code referred to Judge Fulton stated 
he would go no further than lan- 
guage of the section compelled; that 
it would be an injustice and injuri- 
ous to public tiealth and a detriment 
to the public schools to allow the 
water to be shut off for any reason. 
The court held that the code g'ves 
no power to a city which owns its 
own water works to shut off and ex- 
clude the water from school build- 
ings, but the language of the amend- 
ment to the code is that the di.-ectors 
of the school district shall pay the 
city for the water 
furnished 
for 


school buildings. 


The court decided that the defen- 


yiant should be permitted to install 
•meters and make such arrangements 
as are necessary for ascertaining the 
amount of water consumed in 
the 


buildings^ and present 
bills 
from 


time to time to the directors or the 
plaintiff for payment, but m no case 
will the defendant be permiTed to 
shut off the water to enforce 
pav- 


ment. 
The injunction 
was 
made 


perpetual to prevent the defendant 
from shutting off water from school 
buildings to enforce payment of any 
claim for water that the defendant 
may have against the Board of Edu- 
cation.

Locating a tsroKen wire. 


When a telegraph wire is brokefl or 


damaged, say, several hundred miles 
away, how does the operator, sitting 
in his office, know exactly where the 
accident occurred? 


The explanation is simple. It re- 


quires, as every one knows, consider- 
able force to send electricity through 
a wire. The longer the wire the great- 
er, of course, must be the force requir- 
ed. This force is measured in units, 
called by electricians "ohms." Let us 
suppose that a. wire between a New 
York office and a point 150 miles away 
has broken somewhere. The telegra- 
pher knows that when the wire, :was 
intact there..\y.ere required, say,:2,100 
ohms to facilitate the current, or, four- 
teen-ohms to the mile. He now finds 
that he can send a current with only 
"OO.obms. Dividing 700 by 14, he finds 
that the break in the wire is fifty miles 
from his end.—New York Tribune.

The Photo Drama of Creation, which 


has already been exhibited in over one- 
hundred cities at home and is now run- 
ning abroad also, was an interesting 
feature of the evening sessions of tbe 
three Conventions. Creation's Drama 
depicts Solomon's Temple in its va- 
rious stages of preparation, showing 
tbe stone quarries under Jerusalem, 
the cedar forests in Lebanon, and de- 
tails incident to its erection and dedi- 
cation.

The Pastor concluded his address 


with an exhortation to those who re-

and polishing are necessary to prepare ' 
these stonos foi their future position 
Theiefoie each should thankfully wel- 
come whate\er experience of this kind 
the Master Workman shall see fit to 
permit him to ha\e. The present dis- 
cipline of the Church is for the purpose 
of developing the character necessary 
to the gieat service for which God is 
building His Temple.
